A—At Abbeville, by direction of General Breck- 
inridge and the quartermaster general, I) was in- 
structed tosend to the milroad depot and take 
charge of the confederate treasury Randa, and to 
move Out thatnight in advance—the information 
also being conveyed to us that General Duke's 
brigade of cavalry would act as special escort.

THE PRICE OF LIFE 


THAT THE INSURANCE FIENDS 
WISH TO PLACE ON GUITEAU. 


Discovery of a Scheme of Some Pennsylvania Patri- 
triots to Run the Assassin Into One of the 
Death-Rattle Companies of that State— 

The Prisoner's Conduct in Court. 


WASHINGTON, December 23.—A sensationalscheme 
has just comé to light in connection with the 
Guitean case. Parties at Reading, Pennsylvania, 
have obtained the consent of some of the leading 
co-operative “death rattle’ insurance companies to 
insure the life of Guiteau if the signature to the ap- 
plication could be obtained, waiving all medical 
examination, To-day the application, filled out for 
$10,000, was received here by Stilson Hutchins, edi- 
tor of the Post, with instructions to procure 
Guiteanu’s signature to the same. Accompanying 
the application was a letter from the Pennsylvania 
procurists, wherein explanation was made of the 
plan proposed, Mr. Hutchius was seen this evening 
and could not-imagine why the same had been 
forwarded to him, unless it was for the purpose of 
bringing the matter into notoriety. Mr. Scoville 
was called upon in relation tothe matter and in- 
formed your correspondent that he had heard noth- 
ing ef it, though such might be easily enough ob- 
tained if it were not for the medical examination 
usually required, He not see what weuld 
induce aninsurance company to consent to such 
insurance, as Guiteau, he thought, would then 
surely be killed, and the parties for whose benefit 
such a policy might be made out would desire to 
have him killed. When made acquainted with the 
character of the plan, it being co-operative, he 
readily saw where such a scheme was reasonable. 
He was of the opinion that such a matter would 
put Guitean’s life in greater jeopardy than it was 
already. 

Dr. Worcester, of Boston, whose examination on 
the part of the defense wascommenced some weeks 
ago and was closed abruptly because he insisted on 
Mr. Scoville defining what he meant in one of his 
questions by the word ‘‘inspiration,’’ was called to 
the witness stand on the part of the prosecution. 
He stated, in reply to questions by the district at- 
torney, thathe had examined the prisoner at the 
jail, and that he had been also in daily attendance 
at the court room for several weeks past, aud 
had carefully watched the prisoner’s conduct dur- 
ing that time and heard what he said. He thought 
he was sane. 

The Prisoner—How much pay do you expect to 
get for that opinion, doctor?

The wit- 
ness, When it came to his turn, expressed his opin- 
ion. Mr, Reed said, in summing up tne opinion of 
the experts: ‘‘You seem to have the prisoner on 
the pverder-line of insanity, and a little more testi- 
mony will carry him over.’’ The impression of 
the witness was that he told Mr. Reed that he con- 
sidered the prisoner responsible. 

The prisoner resumed his abuse of Mr. Seoville, 
called him an idiot, and said: ‘You had better get 
off the case. 1 expect that the Almighty, notwith- 
standing Scoville’s asinine character, will see that 
lam protected.

Dive Inte the Doings of W. H. Howard. 

Quite a sensation was created in the city yester- 
day by an announcement of the arrest of Wilham 
H. Howard, assistant register clerk in the Atlanta 
post-office. 

For several months past there have been fre- 
quent depredations made upon the money order 
pouches, registered letters, ete., consigned to the 
Atlanta office, and although a thorough and wide- 
awake investigation has been going on constantly 
since the first loss was detected, it was mot until 
yesterday that a solution of the same could be cb- 
tained. 

About the first of November the postmaster 
at Cartersville, telegraphed Postmaster -Conley fer 
areceipt fora registered letter containing #280, 
which had been consigned to him on the first day 
of that month. As the Atlanta office ig generally 
punctual in all its transaction, the letter from the 
Cartersville office caused an investigation, where- 
by it was ascertained thatne such letter had ever 
reached Atlanta and the Cartersville postmaster 
was so notified, This official immediately called 
in the aid of the post-office inspector, Captain Frey, 
who soon traced the letter to the possession of the 
route agent who come down that day, but here his 
trace stopped. The route agent was well known as 
an efficient, honest and square man, and when he 
said that he had rélinquished his egg of the 
letter to the Atlanta office, his story was 
believed and no suspicion rested upon him, 

Previous to the loss of the Cartersville paekage, 
Inspector Frey began tosuspect Howard. Thissus- 
picion was first aroused by his free and extravagant 
ex penditure of money and the faust life he was lead- 
ing. Upon one or two occasions he was detected 
spending large sums of money, and that too, just 
at a time when the losses were ascertained. So 
when the missing $280 was traced to the Atlanta 
oflice, and no record of itcould there be found, 
this suspicion was increased and an effort to trace 
it to Howard made. 

Feeling that these thefts were too frequent and 
too large, Postmaster Conley and Inspector 
Frey determined ~ to ferret out the thief 
and put a stopto his deeds. They called in the se- 
cret service men and began a close inquiry. By 
ways known alone totheir trade the detectives as- 
certained that upon the night of the day upon 
which the Cartersville package should have reached 
Atlanta Howard, spent quite a large 
sum of money. Upon that night he hired 
a carriage, and made the rounds of the town, tak- 
jngin all the bar rooms, lewd houses, gaming sa- 
loons, ete. At each of these places he is represent- 
ed as haying spent money freely, and when morn- 
ing came reported at his postata late hour. This 
information gathered slowly butsurely, and by it 
the web which has, apparently, yonnd 
itselfaround Howard grew tighter. All them® facts 
tended to increase the cloud which rested over the 
young man, but as nothing conclusive could be 
ubtained the officials thought it best to wateh and 
wait. 

Although generally known 
in the post-office and diseussed freely 
and openly by the employes, all of whom 
knew that the cases were being investigated, How- 
ard seemed ignorant of the position he oceupied, 
and continued, itis alleged by Inspector Frey, bis 

ame. 

. About two weeks ago another psekage disappear- 
ed, and again about one week ago another followed. 
These gave additional facts against Howard, aud on 
Thursday last a trap was laid for him. On that day 
a registered ekage containing forty dollars. was. 
missed, and Howard, who was being shadowed, 
spent money freely, and finally wound up ina 
house of ill fame. 

Some of this money was marked and its recovery, 
together with what knowledge the inspector has 
gained since the loss of the Cartersville package, in- 
duced him to arrest Howard. Early in the morning 
he went before United States Commissioner buck 
and procured a warrant for him and sought 
him. At the office he learned that Howard had 
not slept in his reom Thursday night, but came in 
about 7 o'clock yesterday morning greatly under 
the influence of Hquor and went at once to his bed, 
where he was’ found by the inspector about eleven 
o clock. When aroused from his sleep Howard, 
asked what was wanted. Inspector Frey handed 
him tie warrant, which he read without getting up. 
The inspector then said he wanted the money that 
had been taking from the post-office department. 
Howard responded by saying that he knew the in- 
spector’s position or he would not submit to arrest, 
and added, *‘I have nothing to say.’’ ; 

He then gotup and accompanied the inspector 
to Commissioner Buck's office, where he gave bond 
in the sum ef $1,000, his father becoming his bonds- 
man,for his appearance to-day at 10 o'clock, when 
his preliminary trial will take place. 

Inspector Frey says that he has enough evidenee 
against Howard to convict a dozen men, and that he 
has no doubt about his ability to show where the 
missing money hasgone. He states that Howard has 
been spending from ten to twelve times the amount 
of his salary, and that his life has been a reckless, 
wild, dissipated one.

to February 25, 395 na- 
tional banks expire, and of these 297 end on 
the date last named. This under the first en- 
abling act. The banks organized under the 
act of June 3, 1864, number 1,080, whose char- 
ters expire in twenty years from the date of 
organization. Under tlie plan of the comp- 
troller of the currency the stockholders of a 
national bank are to be given the privilege of 
extending their chartered existence by amend- 
ing the articles of association, provided the 
amendment be approved by the comptroller. 
Should congress object to this plan the banks 
can organize under the present law, but as 
there are difficulties in this course, it requir- 
ing the unanimous consent of the stockhold- 
ers, Which in t/“ case of estates of deceased 


stockholders could not be obtained, it is de- 
sirable that congress should take some action.

Itisthe untiring irdustry, the strict eecon- 
omy in business, the inventive genius, the trade, 
the commerce, the making industries which have 
given New England her financial predominence, 
With the creater natural advantages of the south, 
she should, as doubtless she will, reduce the dis- 
crepancy between the two sections in this regard. 
Atany rate itisa symptom of improvement when 
she proposes to do so by free labor, and sustaining 
democratic institutions.

New York, December 25.—The share specula- 
tion opened weak and’, to@ per cent lower for 
the general market than the clesing prices of yes 
terday, Richmond and Danville, Memphis and 
Charleston, Pacific Mail and Northwest Preferred 
being the most prominent in the downward move- 
ment, while New York Central advanced one per 
cent.

in cotton manufacturing centres in the east 
and south, in Mr. Barker's “interview” on 
southern cotton manufacture, and the Ga- 
zette’s reply to it, we need make no apology 
for giving space to the following letter from 
Ex-iovernor Bullock, of Georgia, and other 
matter relating to this subject. (Covernor 
Bullock's letter is not only valuable in effee- 
tually disposing of whatever our reply left of 
Mr. Barker's criticism; but as an expression 
of southern good will and fraternity with the 
north, which is heartily corroborated by the 
article we print elsewhere from the Augusta 
(hronicle-and Constitutionalist. The warmth 
of welcome = =§ and appreciation with 
which his defense of southern manu- 
facturing interests has been received in that 
region, proves to the editor of the Gazette, as 
it must prove to our readers, that our south- 
ern brethren are fully alive to their natural 
advantages, and are not only determined to 
make the best of them, but to secure northern 
sympathy and aid for that purpose. The ed- 
itor of the Gazette has no claim to the title of 
expert in cotton manufacturing, as our Geor- 
gia contemporary assumes; but he is, what Mr. 
jarker pyidently is pot, a student as well of 
southern as of northern industries and resour- 
ces, and, above all, is animated by the desire to 
aid, however feebly, in the work of bringing 
the two sections once more into harmony of 
thought, word and deed, so that the natural! 
and artificial resources of both north and 
south may be developed by mutual as well as 
separate effort. 

Following is ex-Governor Bullock’s forcible 
letter referred to: 
ATLANTA COTTON MILLS. 


AriaAnta, Ga., November 26, 1881.—Editor 
Lewiston Gazette: Your polite invitation to 
reply to Mr. Barker's statements as made to 
the Lewiston Journal and reported and pub- 
i shed in that paper has been received. When 
Mr. Barker visited our city he was treated by 
myself and others of our citizens with whom 
he came in contact as it is our purpose and 
pleasure to treat all gentlemen who come 
umong us, and [ should feel myself restrained 
by courtesy from making any public correc- 
tions of his unfounded statements or com- 
ments upon his unjust conclusions, if I did 
not have before me your kind assurance that 
you write to me that “as a friend of the south 
and in behalf of the south in this (your) see- 
tion who want to see the south expand and 
prosper, I desire to send generous sympathy 
and encouragement instead of sneering and 
unjust criticisms and deliberate misrepre- 
sentation.”’ 

Let me say now, at the outset, that there is 
no feeling of jealousy or rivalry on our part 
against your section in relation to the manu- 
facturing industries in which your people so 
worthily excel. Whatever we may: accom- 
plish, or fail to accomplish, in our attempts 
to diversify our employments, we are not ac- 
tuated by any unworthy spirit, nor shall we 
be deterred in our honest endeavors by ridi- 
cule. While we concede the superiority of 
New England in her special field of textile 
i idustry, we-are not too modest to assert our 
belief that, with half a century of experience 
under free labor in the same specialty, south- 
ern ability would) compare — favorably 
with Northern excellency. I am 
also willing to admit that in the past our 
people have given more attention to intan- 
gible theories than to tangible things. 
But I assert that the exposition now being 
held here isa sutiicient evidence that we ure 
fuily alive to realities, and I here deny, 
what has been frequently asserted, that the 
startling celerity with which Mr. Edward At- 
kinson’s idea was made an accomplished “Do- 
tentiality,” is due entirely to. northern men. 
On the contrary, it is the outgrowth of the 
public-spirited liberality of the business men 
of Atlanta, who first gave the idea their ap- 

proval. And of those successful merchants, 
and bankers, and manufacturers, who consti- 
tute these business men, nine-tenths are 
southern born. We gratefully recognize and 
acknowledge the liberal pecuniary aid that 
came to us fromthenorth, and without which 
the exposition would not typify the united 
effort of all sections, but had our own people 
neglected to give it early indorsement, this 
technological congress would not have assem- 
bled. 

This much, Mr. Editor, in deference to Mr. 
irker’s opinion that we are a lazy, shiftiess 
ot. I have carefully read the Journal’s re- 
port of Mr. Barker s sayings, and | tind them 
to be so disjointed that itis diflicult to sum- 
inarize them ina way tobe noticed asa 
whole. Therefore, at the risk of being tedi- 
ous, Linust refer to the several. paragraphs. 
Mr. Barker says in his opening: 

“T visited a cotton factory in Atlanta. It is 
a model factory. -It had been built but tive 
orsix years. Its neat machinery is of th: 
newest and most improved pattern,” 

Further on in conversation 
reporter Mr. Barker says, speaking 
this same mill:

old, but they apparently hadn't taken much 
eare of it, and looked dilapidated. One would 
think it had been running fifteen or twenty 
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roods mill, Mr. 
Suys: 

“They were the meanest, cheapest goods 
l ever saw! You see, they have no skilled 
help.” 

And he also says that these goods are all 
sold in Philadelphia at 7'4 cents per yard. 
Whef askedif thatisa ‘geod price,’ he re- 
plies: ‘It's no price at all.’’ In other Words, 
Mr. Barkersays that our ‘‘mean, cheap 4.45 
vard goods were worth more than 7!, cents 
in Philadelphia!” 

Perhaps the best reply to Mr. Barker's reck- 
Jess statements can be tound in the foregoing 
samples of his own self-contradictions. But 
he also makesa specific statement that he 
does not contradict, but lL will. He says: 

“Then, they are an improvicdent set. While 
we sell al] our waste, sacks, hoop iron, cotton 
bulls, etc., they burn all their trash. We 
have a ready market, right at our mill, forall 
this stuff, and we get from a cent toa cent 

nda half pound forit. All our sacking, cot- 
ton bulls, etec., go to paper manufacturers. 
From our waste, we get seven to eight thou- 
sand dollars per year. That will freight a 
good deal of cotton from Savannah to Lewis- 
ton. We don’t waste athing. Even the sand 
that comes out of the cotton bales is sold as a 
fertilizer. But they don’t getacent out of 
anything of this sort. They burn it all.” 

Now, of course, every well informed man 
knows that this is absurd, and is not true of 
any mill in the south. 

All my waste is sold at a full rate, based 
upon the market price of cotton on days of 
delivery; a!l the bagging, etc., goes to the 
paper mill near this city at good figures, and 
the cut baling Loops are sold to the steam 
compress here, to be used in baling com- 
pressed cotton for shipment to the Barker 
mill, Lewiston, Me. Mr. Barker says he gets 
from seven to eight thousand dollars a year 
on his waste, all of which we burn up. On the 
contrary, I get over nineteen thousand dollars 
a year tor my waste; do not burn up anything. 
I admit, however, that 1 donot pay freight on 
sand from Georgia to Maine to use as a ferti- 
lizer. Mr. Barker says: 

“It’s always the case that freight is higher 
on manufactured goods than on the raw ma- 
terial. Now, you see, don't vou, where we beat 
them on the freight question? It’s true that 
we've got to freight our cotton from the south 
te Maine, but it’s equally true that they’ve 

ttoship their product from their mills to 
New York, or Philadelphia or Boston. They 
ean sell it no where else. We, therefore, beat 
them on freights just the difference between 
$3.15 and $5.75, minus the comparatively 
small expense of shipping from here to Boston 
or New York.” ; 

» It is not true that our goods are sold chiefly 
either in New York, Philadelphia or Boston. 
‘On the contrary, aside from what is sold and 
consumed at home, the bulk of our goods go 
for consumption to the southwest, west and 
northwest, and we can ‘deliver manufactured 

goods ‘to Louisiana, Arkansas, Mississippi 
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cheap or cheaper than you ean from Lewis- 
ton, ne. 


n, Mr. Berker says: 

“Last, but not least, it can’t compete with 
our northern mills.”’ 

“Is that the general impression regarding 
cotton manufacturing in the sonth, which 
you obtained from your observations ’”’ 

“Yes, sir; most eraphatically. In the first 
place, the climate is decidedly against them. 
What can a man do with the thermometer at 
87 degrees where it stands on an average? 
Just think of it! How can a man work?’ 

If Mr. Barker had opened his eyes while 
here he would have seen a cordon of forts 
built by men and captured by men notwith- 
standing the thermometer stood at 87 degrees. 
He would have seen the wonderful arrav of 
structures that compose the exposition build- 
ings, all of which were built by men between 
the first of June and the first of October with 
the thermometer above &7 degrees. 

He would have seen a magnificent city of 
nearly fifty thousand people grown from 
forty houses in the midst of ash-heaps six- 
teen years ago by the industry of men em 
during the thermometer at 87 degrees. He 
would have seen the hotel in which he was 
comfortably and economically lodged built 
within one hundred days of sunlight register- 
ing over 87 degrees. 

He would have seen over four hundred and 
fifty men, women and children going regu- 
lariy to their work in this mill night and 
morning—sheltered by its shade from the sun 
at 87 degrees. 

It may be possible, as Mr. Barker says, that 
we “do not get so much out of them’ in the 
way of work as Mr. Barker does, but we try 
comforts and civilizing influences. Again 
Mr. Barker says: 

‘*Now, to illustrate how scarce Jabor is 
down there: Friday night, as I was-going by 
the mill, I noticed in a sort of cart a down- 
cast yoke of steers. They were oddly matched, 
rough, and so thin that you could almost see 
through them. They looked asif it had been 
many days since they had seen any fodder. 
The hide was peeled from their ribs in 
patches. Well, Saturday evening, when ex- 
Governor Bullock took us down to the mill 
in carriages and showed us around, I saw 
those same oxen there. So, when we came 
out, I said: 

‘**Governor, what are those creatures doing 
here?’ 

es LE teil you, said Bullock. ‘We L£Ot 
short of help, and sent up country to get 
some, A man and his wife and two daughters 
thought they'd like to come down and work 
in the mill. They'll work in the mill a day 
or two and try it. If they don’t like it they’ 
go home again with the oxen. If they con- 
clude to stay here, they'll sell the oxen for 
beef!"’ 

] explained to Mr. Barker that those people 
came here from a country water power imill. 
The sequel was that our city ways and habits 
were not congenial to them, and they hitched 
up their team and drove home again—abso- 
lutely free and independent. May IL ask if 
any of Mr. Barker's spinners are sufticiently 
‘torehanded”’ to own a team and conveyance, 
and can drive about your country in pursuit 
of employment in other mills? If not, I 


‘shall claim that my man with his steers and 


his independence is the best citizen, and 
when he tinds the vocation that suits him will 
make the mostaise’ulandreliable hand. He 
will be too honest and manly to permit him- 
self to be supported in idleness by trades- 
unions, nor will he join in conspiracies 
against capital. 

As an afterthought and to cap his climax of 
reasons why the south cannot successfully 
manufacture cotton, Mr. Barker says: 

“They have to run by steam—and, by the 
way, that’s another point against them, for I 
saw very little good water power during my 
trip through the south.” 

It is true that this mill ryns by steam power, 
and that itruns continually, except Sundays. 
It is :'so true that all the varied manutactur- 
ing industries that are in successful operation 
in this city depend upon steam power. So 
will the new ten thousand spindle mill which 
is now settingup its machinery—so will the 
great cotton mill which is expected to occupy 
the main building after the exposition closes. 
So do now the cotton mills at Macon, under 
the management of Mr. J. F. Hanson—a 
southern gentleman—a mill showing a finan 
cial success not surpassed by any. But what 
possible use could Mr. Barker have made of 
his opportunities, if he saw “very little good 
water power’ during his trip through the 
south? Judging by his peculiar utterances, 
as herein considered, he niay have expected 
to tind a water power 1,200 feet above high- 
water mark, and therefore looked for it in 
Atlanta. But seriously, Mr. Barker must 
have overlooked entirely the evidences of 
water power and its uses in the as

at a nominal rent, and exempt from taxation 
all capital employed in its use! 

Unless Mr. Barker closed his ears to the 
sound, and his eves to the sight, he could not 
pass from the Potomac to the St. John and 
return without being conscious of the evi- 
dences everywhere abounding of the great 
natural powers that are distributed through 
the south inher falling and never failing 
streams. Mr. Barker says: “I came home 
more fully satistied than ever that New Eng- 
land must do the manufacturing, while the 
south does the growing.” 

At the meeting of the New England 
Manufacturers’ Association, the chairman of 
their delegation that visited the south is re- 
ported to have said: 

“The delegates of the association to the 
cotton exposition at Atlanta were called upon 
toreport. Mr. Garsed, of Philadelphia, spoke 
of the kind reception the delegates received 
atthe hands of the people of Atlanta, and 
said they found’the most extensive exhibition 
everseen in this country, except the centen- 
nial at Philadelphia. He believed that the 
seed bad been sown, by means of this exhibi- 
tion, for better ginning and packing than had 
before been known. There has 
been, he said, great ignorance 
ameng cotton producers in regard to, the 
different staples and fibres of cotton—an ig- 
norance which the exhibition will do much 
to correct. In regard to cotton manufactures 
in the sonth, Mr. Garsed said he had been 
compelled to change opinions previously 
held. He now thought the time was near 
when New England would find strong com- 

etition in cotton manufacture in the south. 
fhis competition must come, since labor, 
rents, living. transportation, are all cheaper 
in thé south than here.”

band receives property which, wore, she 
single, would descend to her. In twenty- 
one Stags 8 married woman's earnings are 
her separate property ; in dight States her 
right to such earnings is legally restricted 
in various ways, as in Georgia, where a 
matried woman can own abeolutely as sepa- 
rate property her own and. her children's 
earnings, deposited in & savings bank, “if 
the same do not excéed $2.000;’’ and in 
nine States a wouan can hold absolutely in 
her own control all property coming to her 
from any source save by gift of her hus- 
band—as in Massachusetts, where a recent 
decision of ‘the eourt under this law was 
that a woman could net own her own ward- 
robe if her husband gave her the money fo 
buy it! Thig decision, we may add, a legis- 
lative ena@tment has very recently at- 
tempted to overrule by ordering that a wo- 
man may own her persopa! apparel in Mas- 
sachusetts ' oe 

In twenty-one States a married woman is 
solely liable for her antenuptial debts; in 
five States her husbands liable for them to 
the extent of the property she brought to 
the common stock at ‘marriage. 

In sixteen States a married woman can 
make a will devising her separate property 
according to. ber wish; in twelve'States she 
can so will her estate, provided she gives 
her husband as much as the law of that 
State would give him if she died intestate; 
and in one State she can make a will only 
by her husband's written consent. 

In nine States special enactments qualify 


woman to be executrix or admin’ 
in others the right is secured wn- 
der oth i" forms of law. 

In twp ty bine States @ married woman 
may sue and be sued separately from lier 
husband; in ‘other ‘States provision i is made 
for their union in variolig specified suits, 


In fourteen States afiapried women can 
cause their iar Be to be insured 
for their benefit, ar He Stain the policy 
against all, eutsid ‘ek: 18 mg, Within certain 
limits of amo In ~..
